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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

This action is in response to an amendment filed by the applicants on November 
30, 2010. There are seventeen claims pending and seventeen claims under 
consideration. This is the eighth action on the merits. Claims 12, 14,16 and 18 have 
been cancelled. 

Withdrawn Rejections/Objections 

Applicant is notified that any outstanding rejection/objection that is not expressly 
maintained in this office action has been withdrawn or rendered moot in view of 
applicant's amendments and/or remarks. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Harry B. Shubin on February 1 , 201 1 . The application has been amended as 
follows: 

a) In Claim 1 , last line, delete the phrase, "...usable prodrug, salt thereof, or mixture 
thereof in all ratios." and replace it with "...acceptable salt thereof." 

b) In Claim 9, last line, delete the phrase, "...usable prodrug, or" and replace it with 
"acceptable". 
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c) In Claim 10, line 1 , delete the term "compounds" and replace it with "compound". 

d) In Claim 13, last line, move the term, and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier" 
from the end of the claim, and insert it after the term "formula I" in line 2. 

e) Delete Claims 20 and 21 . 

Conclusion 

Claims 1-11, 13, 15, 17 and 1 9 are allowed.
